Painting Tips:— 

(a) Strain Out Lumps - You must 
strain these out, otherwise they 
will plague you throughout the en- 
tire paint job. One of the best 
strainers is a nylon stocking. 

(b) Spatter Control - If the rim 
of your can is filled with paint, 
contro] the inevitable spatter with 
a cloth placed over the lid before 
you begin to hammer. 

(c) Glue a paper pleate to the 
bottom of your paint can, so that 
you can move from place to place 
without watching for drips. 

(ad) Lump Remover - Try mixing 
up old paint lumps and all. Cut a 
piece of window screening the size 
of the can. Drop in the screen. 
and it will sing to the bottom - 
paint lumps and all. 

(e) Avoid resting a brush on the 
bottom of the can. Hammer a tack 
into the heel of the brush, and 
hang it on the paint can, 

(f) No Scum - Cover left-over 
paint with a film of turpentine. 
Stir this in as thinner on the next 
use. One other way: Store your 
paint cans upside down. 

(g) Paint Guard - use an old 
venetian blind slat. A metal one 
works especially well

Notes From D.A. 


By HOWARD FULCHER

Many farms have complete water 
systems, some have partial pressure 
systems, some only have a pump 
on a well. Running water in @ 
farmstead is a great labor-saving 
installation; this is especially so to 
the homemaker when water on the 
tap is available in the house. 

When installing a water system 
and disposal system many problems 
arise; for this reason a plumbing 
school will be held in Sundre on 
February 25th and 26th. The 
school will be of a two-day dur- 
ation commencing at 10 a.m. in the 
morning and concluding at 4:30 
pm. each day. It will be held in 
the Elks Hall. Everyone is wel- 
come to come for both days or for 
either day. 

On the first day subjects covered 
will include source of water, pres- 
sure systems and storage of water 
Also on the first day sewage dis- 
posal will be discussed - this will 
include the field layouts, septic 
tank, building and installation and 
other jtems dealing with the dis- 
posal of sewage on the farm. On 
the second day, the topics will deal 
with plumbing of the house, sink 
waste and the piping of water sup- 
ply. There will be ample time 
allowed for questions and discussion 
that may come up. Information 
will be given on the costs of var- 
ious systems. 

Whether you have a complete 
water system, a partial system, or 
less, you will find this school very 
interesting and worth-while. Per- 
sonnel from the Agriculture Ex- 
tension Service, Department of Ag- 
riculture will be present to address 
the meeting and answer questions 
which arise. 

On February the 27th a Bull Bale 
will be held at the Olds Auction 
Mart., Olds, This sale has been 
authorized and approved sale un- 
der the Provincial Livestock Branch 
and therefore comes under the De- 
partment’s Livestock Improvement 
Policy “B" This policy, when ap- 
plied at a sale, is for the improve- 
ment of the quality of cattle.

SWEET CLOVER WEEVIL: This 
week I will discuss the control of 
this pest. The adult weevils are 
dark-grey snout beetles about 3/16 
of an inch long. They pass the 
winter under trash, in and about 
fields of sweet clover. They become 
active on the first warm day of 
spring, usually in mid-April. 

Cultural control helps to mini- 
mize weevil damage. Seedling crops 
should be planted as far as pos- 
sible from last year's crop, so that 
seedling crops may have a better 
chance to become established and 
may not be ruined in late summer 
by a horde of ravenous beetles mov- 
ing over from last year's stand of 
clover. 

After the hay crop has been re- 
moved, till the ground immediately. 
Shallow tillage in late July or 
August, when the weevils are pu- 
pating, may reduce their population 
as much as 98%. 

There are. several insecticides 
available, namely Heptachlor, Di- 
eldrin and Aldrin. Last year 156 
gallons of Aldrin went out of this 
office, purchased by farmers who 
were anxious to save their sweet 
clover crop, 

We found last year that we had 
to apply one pint of Aldrin per 
acre in eight gallons of water to 
achieve satisfactory control. The 
reason for the extra water per acre 
is due to the fact that there is usu- 
ally considerable trash on the 
ground undey which the weevils 
try to hide. It is necessary to wet 
this trash in order to accomplish 
satisfactory results. 

Aldrin is both a contact poison 
and a stomach poison. If the spray 
Strikes the weevil it will kill; also 
if they eat foliage that has been 
treated. Should you be interested 
in securing more details I will be 
pleased to inform you.
